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Greitens calls for income tax 
cuts as ‘investment’ in Missouri

Gov. Eric Greitens joined the 
chorus of Missouri Republicans 
calling for cuts to the state in- 
come tax in his second State of 
the State address to a joint ses- 


day night. 

With a spate of tax-slashing 
bills already introduced in both 
the House and Senate, and with 
the GOP holding super major- 
ities in both chambers, the push 
for tax cuts seems to be picking 
up steam in 2018. 

Critics have pointed to Kan- 
sas, which saw its state budget 
fall into financial chaos after 
income tax cuts were imple- 


After nine rounds of budget 
cuts, Kansas lawmakers voted 
last year to rescind most of the 
2012 tax reductions. 

Greitens called tax cuts “one 
of the best investments we can 
make in Missouri.” He vowed to 
lay out a detailed tax cut plan by 
early next week. 

“Tt is the boldest state tax 
reform in America,” he said of

Trump 
blasts

WASHINGTON 

President Donald Trump 
denounced the federal courts 
Wednesday as “broken and 
unfair” after a district judge in 
San Francisco issued a nation- 
wide injunction keeping protec- 
tions in place for so-called 
Dreamers. 

“Tt just shows everyone how 
broken and unfair our Court 
System is when the opposing 
side in a case (such as DACA) 
always runs to the 9th Circuit 
and almost always wins before 
being reversed by higher 
courts,” Trump wrote in a tweet. 

On Tuesday night, U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge William Alsup in San 
Francisco temporarily blocked 
the Trump administration’s 
decision to phase out the De- 
ferred Action for Childhood 
Arrivals program, known as 
DACA, which has protected 
from deportation some 
700,000 people who came to 
the country illegally as children. 

Alsup granted a request by the 
state of California, the Uni- 
versity of California and other 
plaintiffs to stop Trump from 
ending DACA on March 5. 

The administration’s decision 
to end DACA, which was an- 
nounced in September, was 
based on a “flawed” legal analy- 
sis, Alsup wrote in his decision. 
Dreamers would be irreparably
